Wheeler took ;issue with his opin- 
ion that the 'sale of such beer un- 
der restrictions might aid in law 
enforcement. 


"Merely to legalize a non.-intox- 


icating beer would in no way elim- 
inate the bootlegger," he asserted. 
"On the other 'hand, there would 
be the constant incentive for the 
brewers to surreptltiouBly manufac- 
ture and distribute high powered 
'beer. This would add greatly to 
Uie difficulties of enforcement,."

"I do not" believe it is possible 


for the wets ever' to succeed in

Adverting to the failure of the

ment, Mr. Wheeler argued that be- 
cause a state defaulted in the 
flllment of its obligations was no 
reason for the Federal government 
to do likewise. 


"The remedy is a move deter- 


mined campaign for law enforce- J 
men t," he added, "and a wider and ' 
more effective use of the facili- 
ties now in existence for the en- 
forcement of the law."

TERMS «F LATEST 
PACT AMONG NATIONS 


OLD WORLD SECRET 


By Associated Press. 


Berlin, April 24.—The 


Germany amity treaty was signed 
today. 


The treaty which has bean in 


process of negotiation since Decem- 
ber, 1924, has been the subject of 
much speculation among the Euro- 
pean nations.

efl the postponement of a settle- 
ment.." 


He did not mention Brazil 
by 


name. With respect to Locarno 
and the League, he said, "There is 
no desire on the part of 
Great 


Powers most interested cither to 
abandon the Locarno policies or to 
retire from and so break up 
the 


League, but. quite the reverse, and 
there is no doubt that the people in 
the various couutires approve and 
support this view'. 


"The value of the League sim- 


ply as an agency for the expression 
on pn.bllc opinion and particularly 
for giving the minor powers the 
opportunity of making themeslves 
heard, which they never could do 
belore, has bncomn generally re- 


sed in Europe and nothing 
of a general cataclysm would 


now* in my opinion break up the 
League. 


4 "IJiave always snid in speaking 
olhhfi League in this country thai 
we in Europe now entirely under- 
stand that the United States ob- 
jects to joining the League and 1 
think that-most, well informed peo- 
ple understand the why and where- 
fore of this attitude and accept it 
without Question. 


"But I must say 1 am surprised 


at times t.o note-that there as still 
pnople in this country who write 
and speak as. if the League was an 
invention of the .devil which should 
be. com batted b'y all honest manna 
au(l,'l!ilifi. disappearance of which 
woiifd be henrUly welcomed. We 
In {Europe who believe in the Lna- 


havo no wish to see thifL.coun- 
ndopt any policy which BOOS 
list the grain In regard to tho 


League, but we cannot understand 
the a^tniude of those who, standing 
outsMe^'it, are npt satisfied with 
l.hattfbilt.'wls}) also lo destroy it."
